As a considerable number of the above abstracts of title deal with estates the advances 
in which have been paid into the Bank of Ireland under the 14(h Section of the Act of 
1887, and as the abstracts lodged include townlands held under different tenures, it is 
impossible to give the numbers of application, the issue of which depends on the final 
ruling of these titles. 

11. As shown by the following schedule, the sum of 1,257,033 Z. was lodged in 92 
estates under the 14th Section of the Land Act of 1887, and of this sum there remained 
undistributed on the 31st March 1892, 317,57GZ. in cash and securities. Of this sum, 
43,910 l. was lodged in February, and 15,701 /. in March of the present year, leaving a 
balance of 257,965 /., of which 15,402 Z. was allocated in the month of April last. 

The abstracts of title in five cases, with a balance of 11,062 Z., were ruled prior to 1891 ; 
in three cases, with a balance of 11,639 1, they were ruled in 1891 ; and in none of these 
eight cases have the vendors complied with the requisitions on title. 

In five other cases, with balances of 13,664 Z., the titles were ruled during the present 
year, and only five cases, with balances of 22,013 Z., now await the ruling of the titles. In 
all the remaining 74 cases, with funds amounting to 260,198 l, the titles have been ruled, 
and all requisitions discharged and- final schedules of incumbrances settled where 
necessary ; and the funds standing to credit merely await the proofs of the clamamts 
demands or application by the suitors for payment.
